Of Wage, Price Guides 


PARIS — Like economists 
in the United States, Western 
Europe's experts are begin- 
ning to take a critical look at 
the continent’s version of 
wage-price guideposts. 

In private conversation, 
there is growing skepticism 
over the technique’s use to 
battle rising prices. 

One leading economist says 
bluntly: “When unemploy- 
ment rates are under 2 per 
cent, it won't work. And 
above 2.5 per cent, you don’t 
need it.” 

Few of the experts here, 
however, would scrap the 
European equivalent of guide- 
posts, Instead, most think that 
governments will also have to 
use fiscal policy—tax and 
spending techniques—more 
aggressively. 


Low Key 
The debate here is generally 
more Jow-keyed than the 


shouting match now going on 
between labor leader George 
Meany and the White House. 
It isn't called “‘guideposts”’ 
here, but “incomes. policy.”

Two-Sided 


At full employment, the 
pressure on incomes policy is 
two-sided.

They regard 
the system as unjust since 
nothing much. can be done to 
limit stock market gains, real 
estate speculation, profes- 
sional fees, dividends and the 
other sources of incomes of 
the well-off. Employers, 
hungry for -workers, will pay 
what it takes to keep produc- 
tion rolling as long as there is 
a demand. So, the conclusion 
runs, governments must tame 
demand at full employment 
by raising taxes or cutting 
_ their spending. 

The new emphasis is likely 
to show. up in the future 
reports of the Organization of 
Economic 
Development.

Near Rupture 


_It is expected that Soviet
